REQUEST FOR CONSIDERATION OF LISTING OF CLAIMS 
AND SUBMISSION OF SUPPLEMENTAL DECLARATION 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.175 FILED ON AUGUST 12, 2004 

This is a reissue application of U.S. Patent 5,792,261 . On November 1 3, 2003, 
Applicants filed an Amendment After Final in response to the Final Office Action dated 
August 13, 2003. In the absence of receipt of an Advisory Action from the Office, 
Applicants filed a Notice of Appeal on February 13, 2004, together with a Petition for 
Three-Month Extension of Time and requisite fee. In the absence of still no 
communication from the Office, Applicants filed a Status Request on February 24, 2004. 
Applicants' counsel was advised by telephone that this case would be allowable if 
Applicants surrendered the original Letters Patent and submitted a Supplemental 



Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.175. Applicants submitted the requested documents 
on May 13, 2004, together with a Petition for One-Month Extension of Time and 
requisite fee. 

On July 13, 2004, Applicants' counsel was advised in a telephone conversation 
with the Examiner that a revised Declaration and Submission of Listing of Claims would 
place this case in condition for allowance. Applicants filed the requested documents on 
August 12, 2004, together with a Petition for a Four-Month Extension of Time and 
requisite fee. 

To date, Applicants still have not received a Notice of Allowance or any other 
written communication from the Office. 

On September 13, 2004, the Examiner advised Applicants' counsel that a Notice 
of Allowance had been prepared in the Office's electronic document system, but had 
been dated September 14, 2004 , which is past the final due date for filing an Appeal 
Brief. According to the Examiner, the Notice of Allowance date cannot be changed. 
The Examiner advised that Applicants' counsel, in order to keep this case alive one (1) 
day until the Notice of Allowance is mailed, file a Request for Continued Examination, 
together with a Submission requesting the Examiner to consider the August 12, 2004 
Submission of Listing of Claims and Submission of Supplemental Declaration under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.175. Applicants, therefore, respectfully request that the Examiner consider 
the documents filed on August 12, 2004, and move this case forward to issue.
